Winona Lake, Ind., Aug. 21 (A.P.).—- | 
Gifford Pinchot, former Governor of | 
Pennsylvania, addressing the congress | 
of the World League Against Alcohoi- | 
ism tonight, assailed Andrew W. Mel- | 
lon, Secretary of the Treasury, as being | 
the “chief obstacle to complete en- 
forcement of Federal prohibition in the 
United States.” 

“Back of him, and therefore chiefly 
responsible, is President Coolidge, the 
speaker declared. Much of the former 
governor's address was devoted to & 
resumption of his attack on Secretary 
Mellon, whom he charged with refus- 
ing to haye the prohibition law en- 
forced. 

“For many reasons Secretary Mellon 
is utterly unfit to have charge of the 
enforcement of the eighteenth amend- 
ment,” Mr, Pinchot declared. ‘First, 
he is wet. When appointed as Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Mellon was, if not 
the largest, one of the largest makers 
of whisky in America. Both because 
of his personal views and his business 
interests he was just the wrong man 
to enforce the law. The result has 
proved it. 

Talks Dry, He Says. 


“The trouble with the Coolidge ad- 
ministration is that it has talked in 
favor of the drys but acted in favor of 
the wets. President Coolidge person- 
ally obeys the law. He has, it is true, 
said in messages to Congress that the 
law ought to be observed and enforced. 
He did, it is true, call a conference of 
governors on law enforcement, the re- 
sult of which was utterly nothing. I 
was there and I know. 

“Under the Coolidge administration 
there has been dry talk enough to keep 
the drys contented—most. of them— 
but not dry action enough to keep the 
wets from getting all the drink they 
wanted.” 

Lays All to Melton. 


“After relating his experiences as 
Governor of Pennsylvania, Mr. Pinchot 
declared emphatically that prohibition 
can be enforced. 

“My four years of struggle to make 
Pennsylvania dry proved that what 1s 
needed to enforce the law is just one 
thing—a determination to see that the 
Jaw is enforced,” he said. “My chief 
obstacle was the Federal Government 
at, Washington. The thing which ham- 
pered me beyond all else was»the re- 
fusal of Andrew Mellon to have the law 
enforced. 

“When the eighteenth amendment 
was first passed’ crime, poverty .and 
drink steadily declined until Secretary 
Mellon came into office. The present 
enormous development of bootlegging 
has taken place entirely under Mellon's 
administration. If he had done his 
duty it never would have taken place 
at all. 

“I call upon President Coolidge to 
put the whole power and influence of 
his office vigorously behind the Consti- 
tution and thus cure a cancer that 
carries infection to every part of our 
country—a cancer which the President 
and the President alone can cure.” 

Prohibition statutes in America not 
only are right, but enforcedble, declar- 
ed Dr. Wayne B. Wheeler, general coun- 
sel and legislative superintendent of 
the Antisaloon League of America in 


another address. 

“Where national prohibition enforce- 
ment has failed in the United States,” 
- Dr. Wheeler said, “that failure is large- 
ly due to the appointment or election 
of men who were opposed to the law 
or who publicly declared that they did 
not believe it could be enforced. Some 
of these wet officials enforce the law, 
if at all, in a way to make enemies 
to it. 

“A prohibition law will not be en- 
forced if its friends demobilizes Amer- 
ica has cast out the saloon, but the 
bootlegger, moonshiner and rum-run- 
ner must not be allowed to return in 
force.

Students, Diving 40 Minutes, 
Fail to Recover Body 
From Channel. 


HAD HIT HEAD IN PLUNGE 


Despite heroic efforts of several young 
citizens military training camp students 
Millard Thorne, 16-year-old sailor on 
the United States Army steamer Gen. 
D. H. Rucker, drowned in the Wash- 
ington channel at the wharf of Wash- 
ington Barracks yesterday shortly after 
5 p. m. : 

Thorne, who lived at Broad Creek, 
Md., slipped when he leaped across a 
3-foot stretch of water to board the 
boat as it was drawing away from the 
wharf w:th 175 citizens military train- 
ing camp students en route to their 
camp at Fort Washington. His head 
struck the side of the boat and he 
sank below the surface of the water 
without a struggle. 

Several of the students who saw 
Thorne disappear stripped off their uni- 
forms and, disregarding the whirling 
propeller of the steamer and the 
treacherous currents near the wharf,

dived after him. The channel is ap- 
proximately 30 feet deep near the 
wharf. 

Capt. W. W. Rowles, commanding the | 
steamer, ordered the engines stopped 
while the students were diving for 
Thorne’s body. The Fire Department 
rescue squad was summoned and while 
fellow workers were assembling a pul- 
motor, Private L. C. Kengla dived in. 

The C. M. T. C. youths and Kengla 
dived for more than 40 minutes, but 
were unable to locate the body. Capt. 
Rowles then announced that the boat 
was going to leave and ordered the 
divers aboard. Among them were Paul 
Hesse, 17 years old, of Pittsburgh; 
Kenneth Nash, 20, of Dairy, Pa., and 
George Navish, 20. 

Police from the Harbor Precinct 
dragged the channel near the whart 
until darkness, but were unable to find 
Thorne’s body. They will resume the 
Search today. 

Thorne had been employed on 
General Rucker since July 1. It 
one of his duties to pull away 
gang plank and then leap aboard 
ship as it left its moorings. 

The General Rucker docked at the 
Washington Barracks wharf in the 
morning and the C. M. T. C. students 
were given leave to see this city., The 
boat was supposed to leave the wharf 
at 5 o’clock.

Urge Coolidge to Act. 

The wire to Mr. Coolidge urged that 
the Government files relating to the 
case be opened before the mén were 
executed, adding that “it seems to us 
the honor of owr country would be ir- 
refutably sullied if these men are put 
to death when millions of people sin- 
cerely believe that important evidence 
is kept secret by the Government.” 

During the day counsel for Sacco and 
Vanzetti obtained over the’ telephone 
from Supreme Court officials the sura- 
mer addresses of all justices within a 
day’s reach of Boston. The summer ad- 
dress of Chief Justice Taft, on vacation 
at Murray Bay, Quebec, was said to 
have been requested in particular.

Gives Personal Reasons. 


| Justice Brandeis declined to consider 

the case when Myr. Hill visited him at 
his summer home at Chatham, Mass., 
early today, basing his refusal on per- 
sonal relations between members of his 
family and individuals connected with 
the case. 

The call on Justice. Brandeis was 
the second attempt within a few hours 
to obtain a stay of execution from a 
United States Supreme Court justice, 
an application to Justice Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes at his summer home ip 
Beverley having been refused yester- 
day afternoon. 

Mr. Hill returned from Chatham 
this afternoon and announced, through 
Graham Carey, of the defense counsel, 
his plan to see Justice Stone. He said 
he would make the same application 
for a stay of execution that was made 
to Justice Holmes. He started im- 
mediately for Maine by automobile. 

“You may tell the press,” Mr. Hiil 
said in a brief statement, made public 
by Mr. Carey, “that, Justice Brandeis 
has refused to act in view of the rela- 
tion of members of his family with 
the case.” 

These relations, it was said, includ- 
ed a close friendship between Mrs. 
Brandeis and Mrs. Evans, Boston s0- 
_clety woman, who has been active in 
support of Sacco and Vanzetti. 

Speeding to Maine. 

Mr. Hill did not go to his office on 
his arrival in Boston, but set out by 
automobile immediately for Maine. He 
planned to go to Rockland, and from 
there it was expected he would make 
the remainder of the trip to Isle Au 
Haut by boat. The entire trip prob- 
ably will require eight hours or more, 
and it was considered unlikely Hill 
would see Justice Stone before tomor- 
row morning: 

In the meantime other moves in be- 
half of the condemned men appeared 
at a standstill. 

The island‘on which Justice Stone 
has his summer home has no telephone 
communication with the mainland, and 
the result of the defense attorriey’s 
visit will not be known until he haa 
returned to Rockland.

Great Force, Mounted and on 
Foot, Has Great Effect 
at Hyde Park. 


RAIN DAMPENS ARDOR 
OF FRENCH RADICALS 


Swiss Papers Protest at the 
Sacco Case Exploitation 
by Communists. 


—— 


London, Aug. 21 (A.P.).—In response 
to a strong appeal from the Interna- 
tional Class War Prisoners Organiza- 
tion to make an eleventh-hour protest 


in behalf of Sacco and Vanzetti, 12,000 
persons gathered in Hyde Park tonight. 
The police authorities had taken ample 
precautions. They stopped all police 
leave and prohibited any demonstra- 
tion or procession on leaving the park 
in the direction of the American Em- 
bassy. During the afternoon addi- 
tional police forces were moved to the 
embassy and all other danger points. 

Hundreds of police, hoth mounted 
and afoot, were posted in the park and 
outskirts and a goodly force of am- 
bulance men and nurses were in at- 
tendance to give first aid. The pre- 
cautions had a good effect. 

Prominent Communist and Socialist 
speakers, including Ben Tillett, and an 
American, Mrs. Pickering, addressed 
the demonstration from three plat- 
forms. After the meeting had lasted 
two hours it was announced that there 
would be no march to the American 
Embassy. The demonstrators then 
slowly dispersed, there having been no 
signs of disorder. 


Girls Play Big Part. 


The usual banners and flags were fly- 
ing, and a noticeable feature of the 
crowd was the remarkable number of 
women and young girls who cheered 
the speakers. 


- From the main platform the com- 
munist, William Gallagher, moved the 
principal resolution, which was sec- 
onded by Ben Tellett, to send another 
appeal to Gov. Fuller of Massachu- 
setts for a new trial. 

A dispatch sent by wireless tonight 
addressed to President Coolidge by the 
Italian Legion in Great, Britain, signed 
by Dr. Rampagni, president of the le- 
gion, and R. P. Bigio, president of the 
London branch, appeals to the Presi- 
dent to spare the lives of Sacco and 
Vanzetti. The dispatch says: 

“We are opposed to the condemned 
men’s political opinions and do not 
desire to discuss their sentence, but 
strongly hope that for pity’s sake you 
will grant a pardon to oblige human- 
ity and Italian blood, always faithful 
to America. We are proud to remem- 
ber that during the great war one- 
sixth of the American Army was from 
Italian blood.”’ 

J. Ramsay MacDonald, former labor 
premier, has sent a message to the 
Daily Herald, the labor organ, from Los- 
siemouth, Scotland, concerning Sacco 
and Vanzetti. “The whole affair is too 
terrible,”’ the message read. “I hope 
that the reputation of the United States 
will even now be saved from the horror 
of this execution.” 


Rain Falls at Paris. 


Paris, Aug. 21 (A.P.).—Rain threw a 
damper over the enthusiasm of the 
Sacco-Vanzetti manifestants tonight. 
Only about 2,000 attended the meet- 
ing at Pre St. Gervais, a few miles out- 
side of Paris, when the organizers ex- 
pected and had announced 10,000. 


The orators appealed to the mani- 
festants to respond to a general strike 
order, which they said would be sent 
out by the Communist party tomorrow. 
The demonstration was without inci- 
dent. 

Similar meetings were held at Avig- 
non, Nimes and Hayre. Only at Havre 
were the police obliged to interfere. 
A few of the manifestants were slightly 
injured. 

Swiss Calla Halt. 


Geneva, Switzerland, Aug. 21 (A.P.).— 
While the Swiss newspapers generally 
refrain from commenting on the Sacco- 


Vanzettl case, the Geneva Fascist jour- 
nal, La Suisse, this morning utters a 
protest against a handbill distributed 
in the city by “the agitation commit- 
tee.” It declares this agitation is not 
service to the cause “to which all men 
and all opinions, and not only Com- 
munists and Socialists, have given ad- 
hesion.” 

In the same way the Lausanne Ga- 
zette heads a paragraph announcing a 
protest meeting “shameful exploita- 
tion,” 

The conservative Journal de Geneve 
recently carried a leader which con- 
cluded: 

“For sveen years Sacco and Vanzetti 
have climbed Calvary. In’modern law 
doubt favors the accused, and even if 
guilty they have suffered moral torture 
which should assure. them pardon. 
Dreyfus, who was unjustly condemned, 
was rehabilitated during life, but a 
death sentence is irreparable.” 


Moscow Sees Martyrs. 


Moscow, Aug. 21 (A.P.).—The entire 
front page of Pravda today was devoted 
to the Sacco-Vanzetti case, with a top 
a head, “Save the Proletarian Mar- 
yrs. > 

The news was made up entirely of 
dispatches from the United States, re- 
lating to the case, while one-quarter of 
the page was a cartoon, picturing a 
top-hatted snake; about which were 
strewn crucifixes and swastica signs, 
praying over Sacco and Vanzetti. Com- 
ment on the case was scarce. 

Other newspapers carry grewsome de- 
tails of the impending executions, 
Sacco’s farewell to his son and senti- 
mental features. These are accom- 
panied by illustrations, 

The railway workers’ organ, Gudok, 
says the .only reason for the drastic 
executions is that the bourgeoisie pe:- 
fectly understands that its last: days are 
nearing, while the revolutionary forces 
are constantly growing. 

The Young Communist Truth be- 
lieves there is no hope in the viewpoint 
of justice and says that the only means 
of preventing the execution will be to 
bring pressure on the world prole- 
tariats’ strike, for which the Communist 
parties all over the world are feverishly 
preparing. 


One Grateful ‘Belgian 
Rebakes Sacco Boycott

warded from Boston, and the case will 
be docketed upon its receipt. 
The Department of Justice announce- 


ment yesterday was made by Mr. Far- 
num, who said the files would be opened 
to Gov. Fuller, the Attorney General of 
Massachusetts or the Lowell committee, 
upon request. He said, however, that 
he told Hays and Kane, who were ac- 
companied to his office by Frank P. 
Walsh, of New York, that they were 
not authorized to convey to the Massa- 
chusetts authorities “any suggestion or 
message in any shape or form on my 
behalf.” 

In making the announcement, the 
Acting Attorney General reiterated the 
Government’s position that it had no 
jurisdiction over the case and said that 
he had been advised that a checking 
of the Government’s files had failed to 
disclose “any evidence of any collusion 
whatsoever between the State and 
Federal authorities” in the case. 

The wire by Hays and Kane to 
President Lowell of Harvard, who 
headed the investigating committee ap- 
pointed by Fuller, requested him to call 
that body into session at 10 o’clock 
this morning “so that the imperative 
considerations as to why these files 
should be examined may be presented 
before Sacco and Vanzetti are put to 
death.” 

The wire to Gov. Fuller in part said: 

“We are acting for the citizens’ com- 
mittee organized for the sole purpose 
of securing an examination of thesc 
Government files and for and in co- 
operation with Mr. Arthur D. Hill, at- 
torney for the defendants. We earnest- 
ly and respectfully urge you to grant 
the necessary respite to the defendants 
in order that the commission be en- 
abled to present the required request 
to the attorney general.” 

Shortly after filing the telegrams, 
Hays, Kane and Walsh left. for Boston. 
In a statement issued just prior to de- 
parture the three defense representa- 
tives said “that in the opinion of the 
committee the United States Govern- 
ment is entitled to justice as well as 
Sacco and Vanzetti, but this is im- 


-_possible in the eyes of the world while 


these files remain secret.” 

“Apparently the Government does not 
wish to establish a precedent by open- 
ing files without official request,” it 
added, “but the way is now paved for 
this action.”

The story which Vossische Zeitung 
printed “with allyreserve” is the alleged 
statement by a Russian resident of Ber- 
lin, who said he met in a Rome saloon, 
possibly in February, 1922, an unnamed 
Italian, who boasted of a terrorist act 
which he had committed near Boston 
and for which two innocent men had 
been imprisoned, 

The Russian informant explained 
that he rarely read newspapers, but the 
date line Boston reminded him of his 
meeting with the Italian five years ago.

eight persons found through their 
missing bureau, three children taken 
care of for the Juvenile Court, one 
woman and boy taken care of for three 
weeks, one woman saved from suicide 
and placed in an institution, 260 
children given summer recreation, 325 
poor children given Christmas presents, 
83 children given Thanksgiving din- 
ners, and 144 baskets distributed to 
the poor at Christmas. 

A large number of transients were 
given emergency relief, consisting of 
meals and lodging, and in some cases 
transportation to their homes or to 
places of employment. 


The public schools of the city will 
reopen September 8, when the pupils 
will report at the rooms they atttended 
last year, receive their book lists and 
be assigned to their new rooms for the 
year. A meeting of teachers will be 
held the morning of September 7, but 
@ majority of the teachers who live 
out of town will report the day before 
to Superintendent R. C. Bowton. 

New pupils desiring to enter the 
schools will -be required to present 
their birth certificates and vaccination 
certificates, and must be not less than 
6 years old.

With the expiration of the reprieve | 


zetti fast approaching, the Capital to-| 
day finds itself armed to cope. with 
any attempts at reprisals which may 
be made by sympathizers of the con- 
demned men. 

Two weeks ago, before the reprieve 
was granted, a force of extra guards 
was pressed into service at virtually 
every public building in the Capital 
which might be chosen as a target by 
sympathizers. These extra guards in 
the main have not been lessened and 
in some instances have been increased. 

Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, chief of police, 
does not anticipate any trouble, and 
declares extra precautions will not be 
undertaken until conditions warrant 
them. At present, he said, conditions 
belied the precautions. 

Maj. Hesse said there would be no 
cancellation of days off and leave of 
patrolmen this week unless conditions 
become grave. However, it was learned 
central office detectives will. be de- 
prived of their days off this week. 

The greatest safety measures have 
been taken at the Capitol, where rifie- 
armed guards are patrolling and pro- 
hibiting approach by any one except 
holders of special passes and employes. 
The Capitol police force has been in- 
creased to 100 men. 

The Metropolitan Police Force will 
continue to keep keen vigilance over 
homes of prominent persons and aid 
guards at public buildings.

Interest in the establishment of 
airports is not limited to cities and 
large towns, said Arthur. Included in 
the inquiries his firm recelyes are many 
from town and villages.

Prof. J. O. Beaty, of 
Southern Methodist University and a 
fellow of the Albert Kahn Foundation 
for Traveling Teachers, asserts in a re- 
port to trustees of the foundation made 
public today. 

Austria, desiring annexation by Ger- 
many, is restrained by moral obligations 
to the late entente for help afforded 
by the League of Nations, the professor 
wrote after'a tour of the country. Hun- 
gary, with its medieval racial demand 
for monarchy, seeks no reunion with 
Austria, which it considers too ‘Red,’ 
but may form an economic alliance with 
Roumania and Jugoslavia, he reported. 
“Economically she is ready for any 
rapprochement,” he said of Hungary. 

Prefacing his analysis of conditions, 
Prof. Beaty declared that the disinte- 
gration of the Austro-Hungarian em- 
pire produced one-of the most difficult 
situations that follow’l upon the 
World War. It has left Austria with its 
forests, mines and factories without 
seaports and given these outlets to | 
Jugoslavia which has nothing to export, 
he pointed out. 

Commerce is hampered by a mutual 
feeling of distrust and prohibitive tariff 
rates, the professor said, resulting in a 
Stagnant condition of industry. 

Prof. Beaty quoted Hungarian offi- 
clals as saying that the nation’s prob- 
lems might be worked out peaceably 
but that there “are those who are ready 
to fight if they must.” “There is no ~ 
actual king, but Hungary is waiting 
and is called the Hungarian monarchy,” 
Prof. Beaty declared. . 

Prof. Beaty found that “Austria has 
been dismembered in such a way that 
all the peoples have suffered.”

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THE MERCHANT MARINE AND WAR. 

When Congress comes to consider the ques- 
tion of bringing the Navy up to the point re- 
quired for adequate national defense, it shoul] 
not confine its attention to cruisérs alone. 
Other elements of naval defense are below na- 
tional requirements. TY “shief of these, aside 
from cruisers, is the merchant marine. 

The United States may build a Navy larger 
than any other in the world, but if it is lacking 
in merchant ships it is handicapped in case of 
war. American overseas possessions ought to 
be made safe against capture: but even if they 
should be abandoned rather than risk a fleet to 
defend them, as would probably be the cass, 
the continent would still have to be safe- 
guarded and the commerce of the Nation pro- 
tected. Indispensable raw materials for war 
purposes would have to be imported in spite of 
enemy naval operations. Merchant ships would 
be as necessary as warships. 

The crux of the dispute between British and 
American negotiators at Geneva was the mer- 
chant marine question. If Great Britain had 
not been immeasurably superior to the United 
States in merchant ships the cruiser disagree- 
ment could have been settled. Equality of 
merchant fleets would have made the United 
States indifferent to British demands for the 
limitation of size and gun power of cruisers; 
Sand Britain in that event would not have in- 
sisted upon such limitations. It is because 
Great Britain has an enormous merchant fleet, 
including many large and swift vessels, that 
the British government refused to reach an 
agreement with the United States unless this 
Government would limit the number of large 
_ cruisers and agree to build small cruisers only. 
With. small American cruisers carrying only 
6-inch guns, the British merchant fleet would 
have nothing to fear, for it can be equipped 
with 6-inch guns also, and many of the vessels 
would make splendid commerce destroyers, 
being faster than any American merchant ves- 
sels. 

Unless the American merchant marine is de- 
veloped to a size adequate to take care of com- 
merce in peace and war, it can not be said that 
the United States Navy is prepared to take care 
of the country’s interest and necessities. 

The destruction of enemy commerce by 
American cruisers would not be sufficient for 
American needs. There would still be the 
necessity of carrying on commerce and im- 
porting indispensable raw materials, to say 
nothing of possible necessities in the way of 
transports for sending troops overseas. Great 
Britain at Geneva laid great stress, and prop- 
erly so, upon the necessity of protecting Brit- 
ish merchant ships in both peace and war. 
What would Britain do now if it were lacking 
sufficient merchant ships to meet its peace and 
war necessities? 

The demand that the United States shall “‘go 
Gut of the shipping business” should not reach 
the point of abolishing the little merchant ma- 
rine that now struggles for survival. If private 
‘enterprise can not be induced to build and 
lbperate an adequate merchant marine the Gov- 
ernment should do so, as a matter of national. 
defense. Great Britain manages to combine 
private enterprise with government control. 
Why can not the United States do the same 
thing? Since every merchant ship becomes 
of necessity a naval auxiliary in time of war, 
why should not that fact be taken into con. 
sideration when: plans are discussed for the 
development of the merchant marine under 
private ownership and operation? 


ILLINOIS IN NATIONAL POLITICS. 


Mayor ‘“‘Bill’’ Thompson of Chicago and Gov. 
Len Small of Illinois have made their peace 
after an enmity of two years, and there are 
those who see in renewed alliance the threat 
of another favorite son movement in Illinois, 
with the mayor of Chicago as a candidate for 
the presidential nomination. The State al- 
ready has two potential ‘‘favorite sons,’’ Low- 
den and Dawes. The entry of Thompson would 
give it front rank in the list of those with 
presidential possibilities. 

The suggestion of a Thompson boom may 

ir the risibilities of the rest of the country. 

ne Nation has not forgotten his mayoralty 

mpaign, in which his principal plank was 
“Keep King George Out of Chicago.’’ He has 
been linked with former Mayor Hylan of New 
York as a tub-thumper. But he had been vig- 
orous in developing the city, and was elected 
again by a sizable majority. He gained a cer- 
tain amount of national prominence by sum- 
-  moning a flood-control conference, and he has 
-* been a leader in the Golf-to-Lakes waterways 
agitation. 

Even before he made his peace with Gov. 
- §mall,-which gives the combine a decidedly 
_ strong hold on the State, Mayor Thompson 
had announced his intention to make a tour of 
the country. Within the next few weeks he is 
- to visit Syracuse, New York, Pittsburgh. Cleve- 
and, Detroit, Minneapolis, Omaha. Kansas 
_, City, Denver, Topeka, Cheyenne, San Fran- 
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no reason to consider such a “swing around 
the circle” for purely local and municipal rea- 
sons. There must be some other motive. 

It is in relation to other candidacies rather 
than his own that the program of Mayor 
Thompson, supported by Gov. Small, takes on 
importance. Undoubtedly, it presages a stren- 
uous fight for the Illinois delegation to the next 
Republican convention. Thompson has control 
of the Cook County organization. Small’s hold 
on “down State” has never been shaken, de- 
spite attacks and disclosures that have not 
improved his political record. Both Thomp- 
son and Small are bitter enemies of former 
Gov. Lowden, while friendly to Vice President 
Dawes. The two bosses, with Senator Deneen, 
will probably dictate the instructions to the 
Illinois delegation in the Republican national 
convention. Mayor Thompson’s activities, 


therefore, may have important national con- 
sequences, 


TOO MANY CRIMINAL ALIENS. 


Congress should tighten the fences around 
the United States and provide more generous 
funds for the expense of capturing and deport- 
ing criminal aliens who have sneaked into the 
country. - Mr, Hull, Commissioner General of 
Immigration, reports that 11,662 aliens were 
deported during the year ended June 30. Of 
these 5,464 were deported for surreptitious 
entry and 1,525 because they belonged to the 
criminal and immoral claés. 

Thousands of vicious aliens are entering the 
country surreptitiously every year. They come 
as Seamen, deserting their ship in the big 
ports; and through Mexico, Cuba and Canada. 
The Mexican border is inadequately patrolled 
and the Immigration Service is aware of many 
unlawful entries which it can not prevent. 
The quota law does not apply to Mexico or 
Canada. A thriving business is done in run- 
ning aliens, liquor and narcotics into this 
country; 

The increase in immigration from Mexico 
last year was 56.3 per cent over that of 1926. 
More than 67,000 Mexicans were admitted. It 
is said on good authority that there are in the 
United States 2,000,000 Mexicans, of whom 
1,000,000 have come in surreptitiously. Many 
of them are good manual laborers, but they 
are an unassimilable people and as a class are 
undesirable. They do not become citizens, and 
a high percentage of them are criminal. The 
United States gains nearly 100,000 immigrants 
a year in the travel across the Canadian border. 
The new regulation that will go into effect on 
December 1 will not prevent Canadian citizens 
from coming into this country to work, but it 
will check the entry of non-Canadian aliens 
who cross the Canadian border into this coun- 
try. That class will be required to obtain a 
quota number from their own country if they 
wish to enter the United States. Although the 
Canadian government found fault with the 
regulation, it is difficult to find any basis for 
objection on the part of Canada, as bona fide 
Canadians are not excluded. Perhaps the re- 
quirement calling for payment of a head tax 
is the cause of the complaint. 

It is a hard task to catch a criminal] alien in 
the mass of the people. The Immigration Serv- 
ice should be relieved of this expensive and 
difficult task as much as possible, by making 
it harder for such aliens to get into the 
country. 


HENRY FORD’S BOLD MOVE. 


The public is about to witness an industria] 
struggle of colossal magnitude. The new Ford 
car is to enter the market, to win or lose a 
crucial battle. Unlike other manufacturers, 
who changed their models from year to year, 
keeping abreast of the times, Henry Ford kept 
his model unchanged, and then, at enormous 
expense, remodeled his factory as well as his 
car in one fell swoop. In the meantime he left 
the market to other cheap cars, which have 
been persistent and dangerous competitors. 

Will the new Ford now sweep all before it, 
or will it face ruinous competition? That is 
the question that engrosses the attention of 
Wall Street as well as Main Street. Henry 
Ford’s financial resources are great, but so 
were J. Ogden Armour’s. No one wishes to see 
Henry Ford lose what he has so: honestly ani 
-worthily earned. But it is-evident that he ang 
his experts took a heavy respogcibility when 
they risked the Ford fortunes upon a single 
change of automobile models. The cheap 
car field is now invaded by corporations pos- 
sessing financial resources comparable with 
those of Mr. Ford, and with cars that are not 
contemptible competitors of the old Ford car. 

It seems to be agreed that unless the new 
Ford car is a woncerful advance over existing 
cars at the same price, or is offered at a price 
that competition can not meet, the field will 
be at least shared, and the old-time Ford 
monopoly will disappear. It s a benevolent 
monopoly, and the public Was a beneficiary 
instead of being a victim. ossibly the coming 
struggle will work to Zhe advantage of the 
public without injury taeither Mr. Ford or his 
rivals. But it is hardly probable that every- 
body will be benefited and nobody injured. 

During the time the Ford factory has been 
‘nonproductive the car loadings have slumped 
10,000 a week, according to the Wall Street 
Journal. This gives an idea of the size of the 
business, which consumes vast quantities of 
raw material and taxes the freight-carrying 
capacity of railroads to haul away Ford-cars. 
Americans generally will be pleased if the re- 


sumption of production at the Ford factories, 


will spell prosperity to Henry Ford. 


WHAT CONSTITUTES A CITY? 


A multitude of factors combine to make a 
city.. Heretofore many of them have been 
intangible. A city grows and flourishes in 
one place and languishes in another, where 
conditions are identical. Efforts to make 
cities by a predestined plan have in nearly all 
cases resulted in failure. Students of human 
traits and government have puzzled long over 
the answer, and have seldom arrived at simi- 
lar conclusions. A definition comes now from 
the courts of Pennsylvania. 

Gilbertsville covers a strip of land a mile 
and a half long and a half mile wide along a 
State highway in Berks County. Its inhabitants 
sought incorporation as a borough, and the 
court was asked to rule. “There is no drug 
store to fill the demand for pills, perfumes or 
soda water,” said the judge in denying the 
application. ‘‘No tailor administering to the 
Sartorially fastidious; no regulgr barber plies 
his trade during the daytime) and the in- 
to be shaved; 
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yard, probably because only fourteen new 
houses have been built within the last 26 
years.” 

Juridically, therefore, there must be a drug 
store, tailor, barber ang a lumber yard to 
make a city. The formula is so simple that 
there ought to be no difficulty even in Gil- 
bertsville in complying with it. There are 
many other things that the urban dweller 
would want, For instance, courts, newspapers 
and filling stations; but possibly the. Pennsyl- 
vania judge regarded these as evils rather 
than forerunners of civilization. 


STEALING CRUISER PLANS. 


The arrest of a Danish naval amchitect and 
the recovery of plans and specifications of one 
of the new scout cruisers is full of the flavor of 
Old World intrigue. Not since the days when 
jingoes were doing their best to breathe life 
into the Japanese menace has there been a 
hint of espionage in the United States in time 
of peace. The present plot follows all the 
traditions and conventions of romance—the 
theft of secret plans, the demand for a reward 
and the threat to sell them to some foreign 
power. 

There was, however, an elemenf of danger 
in this situation. The nations of the world 
are jealous of the inventions and improvements 
that go into naval construction. Every new 


naval vessel embodies certain features de- | 


signed to establish superiority over an oppos- 
ing fleet. The innovations are the result of 
extensive study and experiment, Their ad- 
vantage decreases as soon as they become gen- 
erally known. Such advances, it is true, can 
not remain secret long. But if a vessel of a 
new type can be completed before competitors 
become aware of the new design, there is a 
great gain of time. 

Officials of the Navy have not yet disclosed 
what material differences there will be in the 
new scout cruisers and those already in-com- 
mission. It is safe to say that there will be 
some, and they may be extremely important. 
There would have been no such effort to re- 
gain the plans, if this had not been true. If 
these conclusions are correct, there will be 
considerable public curiosity to learn the rea- 
sons that made it possible for an alien to ob- 
tain access to the designs.’ There is no sus- 
picion that Denmark itself wanted the plans. 
The arrested man is evidently not the agent of 
any government. Nevertheless he is not an 
American citizen. He might as easily have 
been the secret agent of a country that would 
have paid generously for the plans. In mat- 
ters that demand the utmost secrecy and which 
affect the security of the Nation, is it neces- 
sary to make use of foreign workmen? 


SETTING CROOKS ON CROOKS. 


The Nation is already familiar 
theory that the Government may tax that 
which it prohibits. A bootlegger who pays 
his income tax is in good standing with the 
Internal Revenue Bureau, no matter what 
they may think of him in the division of pro- 
hibition enforcement, but the acceptance of 
the tax due does not make valid his alcoholic 
operations. More recently a new form of co- 
opération between one department of the Gov- 
ernment and those engaged in illegal traffic 
has come to light, and in this instance, too, it 
is a case of ‘‘no questions asked’’ to serve an 
end distinct from the objects of the eighteenth 
amendment, 

Officials of the Secret Service, engaged in 
the war against counterfeiting, have discov- 
ered that ‘‘queer’’ money is being used in the 
liquor trade between Florida and the British 
West Indies. More than one Bermuda ani 
Bimini dealer in alcoholic spirits has found 
that the American money which he received 
for his cargo was spurious. The situation is 
distressing both to the British subjects and 
those residents of Florida engaged in the im- 
portation of contraband whose money is good.

They are aroused over the activities of the 
“crooks,’’ who are said to have sent their 
counterfeits from Philadelphia to Florida for 
distribution. The aid of these aggrieved sound- 
money bootlegrers has been sought to de- 
termine the source of the counterfeit bills. 
The Secret Service wants the plates, and the 
bootleggers are willing that it should have 
them. Their feud with other agencies of the 
Government: does not enter into the situation.

FOREIGN LOTTERIES. 


Somewhere about 40 years ago, when the old 
Louisiana lottery maintained an office in nearly 
every city of the country, there arose in the 
Pelican State a knight in the person of Sam- 
uel F. Robertson as the champion of the people 
of his State against the domination of that 
great gambling organization. 

He won the fight, but lost his seat in the 
House. Congress enacted the antilottery 
law, and made it so stringent that no other 
lottery has ever obtained a successful foot- 
hold on the soil of the United States. There 
were foreign concerns, like the Great Ha- 
vana and the Honduras, which succeeded in 
evading the postal laws for brief periods. 
But the business has not thrived for many 
years. | 

Recently, however, the Postoffice Department 
has experienced.a great deal of trouble over the 
renewed activities of some of the lottery pro- 
moters in Europe. They seem to have secured 
a number of ‘‘sucker lists’’ as the lists of names 
of gamblers of this character are very properly 
called, and they have been so active in conduct- 
ing their sales campaigns on this side of the 
Atlantic as to have approached members of the 
Senate. 

In order that there may be closer coopera- 
tion between the governments of those coun- 
tries in which lotteries are maintained for 
the purpose of ridding the mails from the 
Netherlands and Denmark of advertising mat- 
ter, the circulation of which is unlawful in the 
United States, the Postoffice Department will 
seek the cooperation of officials connected with 
the foreign mail service of those countries. 
Should there be no satisfactory results from the 
move it is likely that the State Department will 
be asked to intervene.

The United States has had sad 
and costly experiences, costly in money,

There is an old adage which 
says that a stitch in time saves nine. 
This is as true in the affairs of nations

‘Thomas Jefferson was himself a paci- 
fist, and the country even in those early 
days had many of the same ilk. He for- 
got to take the stitch in time. In fact, 
he unraveled some of the stitches that 
had been taken under his predecessors, 
Washington and John Adams. He prac- 
tically dismantled our Navy and dis- 
banded our Army. Madison, who fol- 
lowed him, also neglected to take the 
timely stitch. The result—we plunged 
into a war with Great Britain without 
a Navy, without an Army, with a bank- 
rupt Treasury. Had we been prepared 
Great Britain would have submitted to 
our demands for free seas, and there 
would have been no war. 

When we declared war against Spain 
we were so little prepared for war Pres- 
ident McKinley was compelled to go 
into the open market and purchase 
ships to convey our troops to Cuba, the 
Philippines and Porto Rico. Had we 
been prepared Germany would not have 
dared provoke us to enter the World 
War, by its ruthless undersea attacks 
on commerce. . 

We have no desire to attack any other 
nation, and if we keep constantly pre- 
pared no other nation will dare attack 
us. Ample preparation is the beso. 
guaranty of peace. It is well enough to 
talk about the universal brotherhood of 
man, but it is an excellent thing toa

| LARVAE EATING MINNOWS. 
OUTH of an east and west line 
sy through Philadelphia, a favorite 
method of fighting mosquitoes is 
to stock the water with minnows. The 
minnow that is most popular for this 
purpose is called gambusia, or the pot- 
bellied minnow. 

A minnow, to be useful for his pur- 
pose, must have the following quali- 
ties: It must be fond of eating mos- 
quito larvae above all other delicacies. 
It must be a. ravenous feeder, quick 
and agile, and able to dart quickly in 
and out amongst vegetation. It must 
be at home in just the right kind of 
water for the breeding of mosquitoes. 

Gambusia has all of these qualities 
well developed. In addition, under spe- 
cial circumstances, a serviceable» min- 
now must have special qualities. For 
example, in the fight against yellow 
fever in Ecuador it was found that the 
harmful mosquitoes were breeding in 
the domestic water barrels. The first 
minnows they put in these water bar- 
rels would jump out of the barrel onto 
the floor and then die. They finally 
found a variety of minnow that was 
no hurdler. 

For that part of America which lies 
north of Philadelphia the scientists are 
now trying to find a minnow which will 
live in out-of-doors waters during freez- 
ing weather. Many people think gam- 
busia can be acclimated to this, pr6- 
vided they are given a little care. 

Mr. Wetten has had gambusia in a 
pond near Barrington, Ill., for several 
years. Just before freezing weather he 
throws logs into this pond and keeps 
them near the shore line. The waves 
beating against these logs keep the ice 
broken up and give the top minnows a 
chance to get some air. Possibly bar- 
rels or kegs through the ice in the 
shallow water would serve the same 
purpose. Of course, the water within 
the barrel or keg must be kept free 
from solid ice.

Gambusia have been kept alive for 
several winters in a pond near Win- 
netka, Ill. Both of these ponds are in 
northern [Illinois near the Wisconsin 
line. The breeding stock for these 
ponds came from Carbondale, Ill. Car- 
bondale is in southern Illinois. 


Mr. Hildebrand, of the United States 
Bureau of Fisheries, thinks the Illinois 
health department may be gradually 
developing a strain of minnows that is 
capable of standing freezing weather, 
provided air holes are maintained in 
the ice. If this possibility should prove 
correct, Illinois-grown gambusia might 
serve aS mosquito destroyers in Wiscon- 
sin waters and, in time, a Wisconsin 
breed might be available for Canadian 
waters. Mr. Hildebrand suggests that 
an Illinois top minnow known as fun- 
dulus might be found to be a mosquito 
eater for northern climates,

New York, Aug. 21 (Associated 
Press).—There were few developments 
last week to indicate any decided 
change in the complexion of general 
business in the United States. There 
may have been a slight upward trend 
to the curve of industrial activity, but 
in the main the week was marked by 
a continuation of the midsummer 
duliness, more or less normal at this 
season. 

Among the so-called barometers of 
trade, steel was fairly typical of the 
industry in general. While August op- 
erations have been higher than those 
in July, they still are falling behind 
the record of August last year. Demand, 
if not brisk, is steady, and while the 
railroads are buying little steel and 
motor manufacturers are still marking 
time, some important contracts have 
been placed by general construction tn- 
terests. Meanwhile prices continued 
along the same level as that of the 
preceding week, except for a moderate 
tightening of quotations on steel scrap 
at Pittsburgh. Nonferrous metal prices 
were easier. 


Auto Buying Increases. 


The automobile industry was busily 
engaged with its plans for the autumn 
and early winter. A new model or two 
and a few price recessions tended to 
help increase current buying, but there 
was no unusual quickening of de- 
mand, Coming new models atill at- 
tracted attention, and some important 
announcements along this line haye 
been promised for the near future,

Even with prices at or Just below the 
year’s high records, and yields, con- 
sequently, near the year's low point, 
the market has been colored by reluc- 
tance on th selling side, exerting 
some littie restraint on buying, and 
supporting prices on a rock-like foun- 
dation. 

To be sure, easy money is not the 
only contributing factor in the upward 
movement of prices. Indications that 
the business of the country is moving 
at d@ somewhat slower pace than in 
some other years haxe tended to divert 
large sums to the securities market. 
Funds which otherwise would gravi- 
tate naturally to commercial pursuits 
are confronted with the need of find- 
ing other work, hence much of it finds 
its ‘way into investment in bonds. 

Again the “spell of indigestion” of 
which much was said and written dur- 
ing the late spring and early summer, 
has been greatly alleviated by the 
sharp contraction of new offerings in 
July and August, and the unprece- 
mented flood of reinvestment money 
which poured upon the market at the 
end of the second quarter. With the 
exception of some high-priced munic- 


ipal bonds, which have moved very 
slowly, Only a small amount of the 
unabsorbed new material remains to

‘Oil Men More Optimistic. 
Week’s Car Loadings 


Show Decline. 


New York, Aug. 21 (Associated 
Press).—There were few developments 
last week to indicate any decided 
change in the complexion of general 
business in the United States. There 
may have been a slight upward trend 
to the curve of industrial activity, but 
in the main the week was marked by 
a continuation of the midsummer 
dullness, more or less normal at this 
season, 

Among the so-called barometers of 
' trade, steel was fairly typical of the 
| industry in general. While August op- 
| erations have been higher than those 
(in July, they still are falling behind 
the record of August last year. Demand, 
if not brisk, is steady, and while the 
railroads are buying little steel and 
motor manufacturers are still marking 
| time, some important contracts have 
been placed by general construction in* 
terests. Meanwhile. prices continued 
along the same level as that of the 
preceding week, except for a moderate 
tightening of quotations on steel scrap 
at Pittsburgh. Nonferrous metal prices 
were easier. 


Auto Buying Increases. 


The automobile industry was busily 
engaged with its plans for the autumn 
and early winter. A new model or two 
and a few price recessions tended to 
help increase current buying, but there 
was no unusual quickening of de- 
mand. Coming new models still at- 
tracted attention, and some important 
announcements along this line have 
been promised for the near future. 

Oil men were beginning to feel a 
little more optimistic over the out- 
look for success in efforts to eliminate 
the overproduction evil. The trouble- 
some Seminole field, perhaps, has not 
yet been subdued, but with the daily 
production voluntarily limited to 
450,000 barrels, with some measure of 
success, operators were inclined to 
view the situation there as considerably 
less clouded than it has been in 
months. 


Plan Reduction Elsewhere. 


Taking Seminole as a lesson, opera- 
tors of the new West Texas field, which 
has been threatening to burst into the 
list of problems, have called a series 
of meetings to plan crtailment. The 
method in use in the Oklahoma area 
is being studied and probably will  e 
applied to West Texas in all its broader 
measures. 

Car loadings for the first week of 
August, just reported, again show a 
decline. This drop brings the aggre- 
gate freight tonnage for the year below 
the figure for the same period of 1926 
for the first time, which in many 
quarters was accepted as.final evidence 
that hopes for a business volume in 
1927 to equal that of last year will not 
be fulfilled. 

The abundance of money at easy rates 
also has been cited as testimony against 
any possibility of record-breaking busi- 
ness this year. Enormous sums which 
ordinarily are put to work in various 
lines of industry and trade. this year 
have drifted toward the stock and bond 
markets. Yet there are those who see 
in the ease of money a favorable sign 
for business expansion. With interest 
at low rates, they argue, commerce can 
economically add to working capital 
and thus increase their activity.

NEW FINANCING SHRINKS. 


New York, Aug. 21 (By the Associated | 
Press).—A current of strength flowed | 
through the bond market last week, | 
the average of prices working close to | 
the high level of the year. The current | 
upward movement had been practically | 
uninterrupted since the reduction of 
the Federal Reserve Bank’s:rediscount 
rate a little more than two weeks ago 
added its weight to a general belief 
that an extended period of easy money 
is in store. 

Trading was in fair volume, but the 
principal reason that buying did not 
run into larger figures was the fact 
that offerings were relatively scarce. 
Bonds can not be bought unless bonds 
are for sale, and in a time of low credit 
rates it is a recognized truth that 
prospective buyers are no more eager 
to possess high-grade investment se- 
curities than their current holders. 
Even with prices at or just below the 
year’s high records, and yields, con- 
sequently, near the year’s low point, 
the market has been colored by reluc- 
tance on the selling side, exerting 
some little restraint on buying, and 
supporting prices on a rock-like foun- 
dation. 

To be sure, easy money is not the 
only contributing factor in the upward 
movement of prices. Indications that 
the business of the country is moving 
at a somewhat slower pace than in 
some other years have tended to divert 
large sums to the securities market. 
Funds which otherwise would gravi- 
tate naturally to commercial pursuits 


ing other work, hence much of it finds 
its way into investment in bonds. 

Again the “spell of indigestion” of 
which much was said and written dur- 
ing the late spring and early summer, 
has been greatly alleviated by the 
sharp contraction of new offerings in 
July and August, and the unprece- 
dented flood of reinvestment money 
which poured upon the market at the 
end of the second quarter. With the 
exception of some high-priced munic- 
ipal bonds, which have moved very 
slowly, only a small amount of the 
unabsorbed new material remains to 
compete with the listed market. 

During July and August the appear- 
ance of $100,000,000 in new issues has 
been rare, whereas during the first six 
months of the year it was an unusual 
week when more than $100,000,000 did 
not arrive. A $200, 000, 000 week occa- 
sioned no more than’a flutter of sur- 
prise, for the average was not far be- 
low that figure. New issues in the 
past week continued to reflect the 
midsummer contraction, aggregating 
about $49,000,000. This total, com- 
pared with approximately $60,000,000 in 
the preceding week, and around $47,- 
000,000 in the corresponding six days 
of 1926. 

No great volume of new offerings has 
appeared over the horizon to compli- 
cate the situation in the immediate 
future. A large foreign issue, not yet 
identified, is reported near, to aggre- 
gate perhaps $30,000,000 or $40,000,000. 
A sizable domestic railroad offering 
also received comment during’ the 
week, presumably the New Haven issue 
to repay. the road’s indebtedness to. the 
Government. The New Haven plan, 
however, rather than borrowing on 
bonds, contemplates the sale of about 
$49,000,000 of preferred stock. 

Activity of French securities in the 
past week or two has been attended by 
rumors of an early refunding operation 
by the Paris government. Much of the 
buying which reflected some of the re- 
public’s bonds to new high record 
prices has been attributed to parties 
close to the French government, and 
designed to pave the way for refund- 
ing some of the French issues.

pation of expanding sales in the 
fourth quarter. Petroleum shares re- 
flected growing optimism over the out- 
look for success in efforts to stop the 
flood of Crude Oil, particularly in 
Seminole Field, Okla. 

Public: utility stocks, while less ac- 
tive than in other recent weeks, con- 
tinued to,gain ground in consequence 
of good “earnings; Chain stores ad- 
vanced in anticipation of good busi- 
ness in retail lines during the fall. 

The most violent fluctuations were 
recorded in U. S. Freight, which jJump- 
ed in one day from $84 to $105 a share, 
and then dropped back to $95,50. 

About a dozen new issues admitted 
to trading included new common and 
preferred stocks of the International 
Mercantile Marine and the $20,000,000 
Sinclair Consolidated Oil 6 per cent.

Militia Parades for Wives

Today the regiment will attempt to

LADO DENIES ATTACK 
UN CAPITAL REPORTERS 


Virginia Senator Declares He 
Has Not Advocated Cen- 
sorship of News. 


The interpretation of the remarks at- 
tributed to Senator Carter Glass, of 
Virginia, at the University of Virginia 
Public Institute, in which he was held 
to have attacked the ability and fair- 


ness Of Washington correspondents, is 
deprecated in a letter from the senator 
to Richard V. Oulahan, regarded as the 
dean of the correspondents of the Capi- 
tal. 

Supplementing the letter, Senator 
Glass, in a statement, said: “I did not 
imagine that there was a newspaper in 
the country, much less in Washington, 
where I have spent 25 years in public 
life, that was credulous enough to sup- 
pose that I could have been preposter- 
ous enough to advocate ‘severe restric- 
tion’ or ‘censorship’ of the news in face 
of the constitutional guaranty of the 
freedom of the press. As a newspaper 
publisher myself and as a man of or-. 
dinary good sense, I did not come in a 
thousand miles of even thinking, much 
less suggesting, such a thing.” 

In his letter to Mr. Oulahan, Senator 
Glass points out that he spoke extem- 
poraneously at the institute, and con- 
tiues: 

“As primarily a newspaper man and 
incidentally a United States senator, I 
remarked that I could view the ques- 
tion impartially from both sides; and, 
while paying tribute to the literary ac- 
complishments and painstaking habits 
of some newspaper editors and corres- 
pondents, I deprecated the hurtful 
haste and indifference of others, as to 
both accuracy of expression and of 
facts, saying that it hurt my profes- 
sional pride as a newspaper man more 
than it irritated me as a United States 
senator to find newspapers, editorially 
and otherwise, accentuating, and some- 
times fabricating, the sensational phase 
of incidents rather than adhering to 
the unvarnished truth. 

“In a word, I contrasted the care with 
which the editorial and news columns 
of the great papers were edited in the 
days of men like Charles A. Dana with 
the rather indifferent style which now 
characterizes so many newspapers. I 
gave as one concrete example the 
widely published report that Senator 
Wheeler and I had engaged in a fisticuff 
on the floor of the Senate, when noth- 
ing of the kind had ever occurréd or 
was even contemplated by either of us.” 


NOOKWORM (5 DECLARED 
NEARLY EXTINGT IN U5. 


Other Parts of World Control- 
ling Disease, Rockefeller 
Report Says. 


New York, Aug. 21 (A.P.).—Hook- 
worm disease has almost disappeared 


from the United States and is rapidly 
coming under control in many parts 
of the world, says a report of the Inter- 
national Health Board of the Rocke- 
feller Foundation for 1926, made pub- 
lic today. 

The greatest achievement, however, 
the report asserts, is not the _ social 
and economic rehabilitation of more 
than 7,000,000 sufferers from the dis- 
ease during the past fifteen years, but 
the development of administrative 
measures which will prevent millions 
yet unborn from suffering from its 
ravages. 

In this prevention work the health 
board during the last year has assisted 
in programs for the control of the dis- 
ease in fifteen countries. 

Control of malaria is unfolding 
along the same lines that has led to 
the virtual extermination of -. hook- 
worm disease, it is asserted, with the 
result that only in the rural districts 
is the problem one of difficulty. 

Research experts of the health board 
have reached the conclusion that only 
one of the three anopheline mosquitoes 
is responsible for the transmission of 
malaria in the Southern States. The 
seasonal prevalence and preferential 
breeding places of this mosquito are 
known, and it is quite possible to con- 
centrate on the destruction of the in- 
sect and control the disease at a rea- 
sonable cost even in the rural dis- 
tricts. 

Yellow fever control is declared to be 
primarily. the problem of an adminis- 
trative program, developed from epi- 
demiological studies. Eventual eradi- 
cation of the disease, the Health Board 
says, is possible, but only through ex- 
tensive public health education, im- 
provement of sanitation and environ- 
ment, and constant alertness. 

During the last year the board took 
part in health work of various kinds 
in 88 states and countries throughout 
the world. Its primary assistance was 
given to governments for control of 
yellow fever, hookworm and malaria 
and general health surveys. 

Since the discovery that the preven- 
tion of disease in rural districts has 
not kept pace with such work in more 
crowded areas and.that the country 
infant death rate from communicable 
diseases is much higher than that of 
large cities the board has turned much 
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MINISTERS BLAMED 
INATTENDANCE DROP 


Christianity Neglected for 
Other Topics, Col. J. T. 
Axton Declares. 


HOLDS CHURCH PAPERS 
ARE EQUALLY CULPABLE 


Religious Influence Needed to 
Aid Process of Law, 
He Believes. 


Blame for the decrease in*Protestant 
Church membership was placed 
squarely upon the shoulders of clergy- 
men and editors of denominational pa- 
pers who are showing a growing will- 
ingness to “discuss every subject under 
the sun” in their sermons and edito- 
rials and neglect the teaching of Chris- 
tianity, by Col. John T. Axton, chief 
of chaplains, United States Army, at 
the Chevy Chase Presbyterian Church 
yesterday morning. 

“The place and hour for publie wor- 
ship must not become forums for the 
discussion of every theme under the 
sun to the exclusion of religion if men 
are to be kept keenly interested in the 
church as an organization,” said Col. 
Axton. 

Instead of telling their congrega- 
tions of the life of Jesus Christ, “whq 
will show them what to become and 
how to become it,” a great many 
clergymen today devote their entire 
sermons to discussions of the Chinese 
question, international relations, 
troubles between capital and labor and 
current railroad rates, Col. Axton de- 
clared. 

He said that he believed that the 
church should “deal with such ques- 
tions in the large,” but should not 
place them before the teaching of re- 
ligion. 

Editors of religious papers also were 
flayed by Col. Axton for “devoting the 
major portion of their space to articles 
and editorials, sometimes partisan, and 
radical, not even remotely the business 
of the church.” 

“Many denominational papers and 
so-called ‘journals of religion’ may be 
defeating the purpose for which they 
are supposed to be circulated, the 
spread of Christianity, by their dis- 
cussions of other subjects,” said Col. 
Axton. 

There is no occasion for apprehension 
in the statistics which show that actual 
church membership has decreased, Col. 
Axton said. He expressed the belief 
that many persons are staying away 
from church but are still good Chris- 
tians.

The fact that Sacco and Vanzetti 
are Italians and not Americans is 
responsible for the agitation created 
by their sentence to death, Col. Axton 
declared. He said that the steadying 
influence of the church is needed now 
to aid in the orderly process of the 
law.

The shooting took place in the course 
of a struggle between Vanderford and 
his brother-in-law, Charles M. Bennett, 
also an Annapolis marine. Badgley had 
just entered the room when the shot 
was fired. He walked 15 feet down the 
hallway before he. collapsed. 

Vanderford’s Wife Present. 

At the time of the shooting Vander- 
ford’s estranged wife, Mae Vanderfoyd, 
22 years old, of Annapolis,. aiso was in 
the room, and Anna Minter, 15 years 
old, and her sister Ernestine, 14 years 
old, were standing in the hallway.

400 New York Police Beat

New York, Aug. 23 (Tuesday) .—With 
heads baged, 20,000 followers of the red 
flag of anarchy, stood in Union Square 
Park early this morning and heard the 
official announcement that Sacco and 
Vanzetti were dead. 

There was quiet for a moment, 
then a tempest of hatred for law and 
order broke out. The 100 police and 
detectives mingling with the crowd 
could not disperse the shouting, fren- 
zied radicals. 

A call was sent for reserves, and 
more than 300 police responded in 
motorcycles, automobiles and on horse- 
back. They rode through the milling 
throng, and drove them through the 
streets, wielding with might their 
heavy nightsticks. Yet none was seri- 
ously injured and within a half-hour 
the uprising was over. . 

The crowd was marching down Four- 
teenth, Fifteenth and Sixteenth streets 
toward Third avenue when word was 
spread from one group to another to 
disperse quietly and meet at a radical 
rendezvous later in the day. 

New York, however, was prepared to 
meet the wildest sort of rioting. 

Two. battalions of infantry and ma- 
chine gun companies were held in 
readiness all night on Governors Island 
awaiting a Call from police for assist- 
ance. 

Special wires were strung from Sais 
headquarters to the island, and these 
were held open. 

Meanwhile the financial district and 
Government as well as municipal build- 
ings were under heavy guard. Three 
policemen marched on each side. of 
every block in the financial district 
and heavily armed private guards stood 


and 


outside the larger banking institutions. 


San Francisco, Aug. 22 (A.P.).—One 
hundred and twenty-seven Sacco-Van- 
zetti smypathizers in a parade here to- 
night were arrested by police as they 
passed the Hall of Justice. Bail was 
fixed at'$75 each. 

The arrests climaxed a day of un- 
rest, in which three demonstrations 
were blocked. The first demonstration 
was a mass meeting at the civic center.

PRISON IS GUARDED

“Farewell, My Mother,” Are 
Last Words of One of 
the Doomed Men. 


MASK ENDS STATEMENT 
FORGIVING EXECUTIONER 


Fish Peddler, Calmest of Trio, 
Says He Is Innocent of 
the Crime Charged. 


Charlestown State Prison, Boston, 
Aug. 23 (A-P.).—Nicola Sacco and Bar- 
tolomeo Vanzetti shortly after midnight 
this morning paid the penalty of death 
exacted by the State for murder. 

Celestino Madeiros preceded them to 
the electric chair by a few minutes, the 
world-known radicals following as 
rapidly as the execution routine would 
permit. 

Madeiros died at 12:09 a. m., 
the murder of a 
cashier. 

Sacco and Vanzetti were executed for 
the murder of a paymaster and his 
guard at Braintree more than seven 
years ago. 

Sacco was dead at 12:19 and Vane 
zetti at 12:26. 

Small Army Guards Prison. 
| Inside and outside of the high prison 
wall stood a small army of armed 
| guards. Waiting also were the press 
wires to inform the world that the 
long fight to.save the men was at an 
‘end: The fightin behalf of the men 
‘continued until: the last minute. 
| Both Sacco and Vanzetti made brief 
speeches in the death chamber before 
they took their seats in the chair, 
Vanzetti protesting his ingocence to 
the last. 

Sacco, pale but steady, shouted in 
Italian: “Long live anarchy!” as he sat 
down in the chair. | 

Then, in broken English, he went on: 
“Farewell, my wife and child and all 
my friends.” 

The straps were being adjusted as he 
said his last words: 

_ “Good evening, gentlemen! 
mother!” 


Vanzetti Is thé’ Calmest. 


Vanzetti entered the death chamber 
the calmest of all the three men. Shak- 
ing hands with two of the guards as 
he came through the door of the execu- 
tion chamber, he walked unassisted to 
the chair and seated himself. 

As the guards began the hasty ad- 
jus*ment of straps to his head and body 
he,began a speech. _ 

In the broken English that charace- 
terized his dramatic plea for “justice” 
when sentence was passed on him in 
Dedham on April 9, he declared: 

“I wish to tell you I am innocent and 
never connected with any crime, but 
some time some sin. I thank you for 
everything you have done for me. I 
am innocent of all crime not only of 
this one but all. I am an innocent 
man.”’ 

' Then just as the guards slipped the 
straps and headcap in place, cutting 
off further speech, he shouted: 

“I wish to forgive some people for 
what they are now doing to me.” 


Madeiros Is Expressionless. 


A moment after the official witnesses 
entered the death chamber Madeiros 
was led in between two guards. The 
youth, who had won five respites be- 
cause of his confession that a gang 
with which he was connected commit- 
ted the South Braintree murders, was 
stolid and expressionless. . His eyes. 
wandered about the little group of 
witnesses as he was strapped to the 
chair, but he said nothing. 

Madeiros came in at 12:02:47. 
12:03:37 the shock was applied. 
was pronounced dead at 12:09:35. 

Then came Sacco. Apart from jhe 
prison pallor, the little shoe worker/who 
has become an international figure, 
showed no,sign of his long hunger 
strike. He walked erect between the 
guards, his eyes flashing brightly about 
the group in the death chamber as he 
came.

Sacco Attempted Suicide. 


Judge Thayer’s refusal of the first 
of the motions for a new trial was met 
by demonstrations at home and abroad. 
Several supplementary motions for new 
trial were made from time to time, but 
all were denied. Meanwhile, Vanzetti 
-was in the State prison. Sacco was 
held.in Norfolk County jail at Dedham. 
In February, 1923, Sacco began a hun- 
ger strike. Alienists declared him sane 
and he was forcibly fed in March. 
This broke his hunger strike. While 
in the Psychopathic Hospital. at Bos- 
ton, where he had been taken for ex- 
amination, Sacco attempted suicide by 
beating his head against a piece of 
furniture. He did not severely wouna 
himself. 

In December, 1924, the question ol 
Vanzetti’s sanity was raised and he was 
taken to Bridgewater State Hospital 
for observation.

In Fear of Deportation 


(Associated Press.) 

Before his arrest charged with 
murder on May 5, 1920, Nicola Sacco, 
an Italian immigrant, worked by day 
in a shoe factory in Stoughton, Mass. 
His evenings for a long period were 
spent in attending radical meetings 
and distributing radical literature. 

He was of medium height, smooth 
shaven and wore his hair closely 
cropped. A flery manner frequently 
characterized his attitude. He de- 
scribed himself as an atheist. He 
said he did not believe in war and 
in 1917 he fled to Mexico to evade 
the draft. 

His speeches were usually made in 
Italian, his’ English being very 
broken. In his testimony at the 
pay roll murder trial he attacked 
American institutions. It was the 
fear that he would be deported for 
his radical activities, he _ testified, 
that led him to lie to the police re- 
garding his movements at the time 
of his arrest.

The trip from the Mammoth Hotel 
to Tower Falls was 19 miles, and as the 
long motor car bearing the Presidential 
party climbed to an altitude of 
7,200 feet it literally “popped the whip,” 
winding were the roads. Electric 
Peak, more than 11,000 feet high, was 
lost in a haze of clouds, while the 
Hell Roaring Peaks, projected sentinel- 
like high over a canyon. 

At ane point the President rode 
around a mountain side with only a 
fence and a careful driver between him 
and the eternity that lay 900 feet be- 
low, While on the other side a rock- 
composed cliff hung over him like a 
shed. A giant slender rock arose from 
the midst of the eanyon like a lone 
cathedral spire, and glimpsed through 
the canyon bed was the Yellowstone 
River. As the President entered Camp 
Roosevelt a group of tourists sang 
“Howdy Do, Mr. Coolidge, Howdy Do,” 
and repeated it for Mrs. Coolidge and 
John. 

A long, lanky fir tree had fallen 
across the road at one place, but W. T. 
Woodring, chief of the forest rangers, 
attacked it vigorously with an ax and 
cut a way for the President. 


LOWMAN OAYS DRINKING 
DAY AGENTS MUST 60 


Ultimatum Given as Dismissal 
of 25 in New York, Is 
Announced. 


TEN MORE TO LOSE JOBS 


Prohibition agents who drink liquor 
must go, -Assistant Secretary of the 
Treasury Lowman declared yesterday. 
He said he had started a campaign 
whereby they gradually would be weed- 
ed out of the service. . 

The prohibition chieftain delivered 
his ultimatum at the same time he an- 
nounced dismissal of 25 prohibition 
agents in New York City. While the 
two statements were made in the same 
interview, Lowman declared they had 
no connection. The 25 agents, he said, 
were being dismissed because of a def- 
“pe in the budget of the New York of- 

ce. 

Speaking of wet dry agents, Assistant 
Secretary Lowman said: 

“I don’t think a man who publicly 
drinks liquor ought to be in the pro- 
hibition bureau as an enforcement offi- 
cer. We don’t want our prohibition 
agents seen drunk. 

“Wherever we find an inefficient, in- 
competent prohibition agent, or one ad- 
dicted to liquor, we are letting him 
out.” 

In addition to the 25 New York 
agents who were dismissed, Assistant 
Secretary Lowman said, about 10 more 
are scheduled to ga This will leave 
about 50 agents in the metropolis. 

Lowman declared former Prohibition 
Administrator Chester P. Mills, of New 
York, was to blame for the deficit. 
When he got out of office, Lowman said, 
it was discovered he was running on a 
schedule that would require $94,000 
more than had been appropriated for 
his office. 

“There is no charge of misconduct 
against him,” Lowman said, “but an 
administrator should know what he is 
doing and not incur a deficit.” 

Reports of wholesale smuggling of 
rum into the Northwestern States are 
to be investigated, Assistant Secretary 
Lowman said. He announced that he 
had summoned to this city Roy C. Lyle, 
prohibition administrator for Washing- 
ton, Oregon and Alaska. When Lyle 
arrives, September 1, he will be asked 
“why so much liquor is flowing into 
the Northwest.” ‘

Ruthless Misuse of Monroe 
Doctrine Charged Before 
Political Institute. 


NO MOVE FOR REMEDY, 
FORMER ENVOY SAYS 


Germany’s Abolition of Extra- 
territoriality Rights in 
China Praised. 


Williamstown,  -ass.. Aug. 22 (A-P.). 
A wholesale indictment of American 
policy in Latin America was made be- 
fore the Institute of Politics today by 
Horace G. Knowles, former American 
Minister to Roumania, Serbia, Bul- 
garia, Nicaragua, the Dominican Re- 
pubic and Bolivia. 

A ruthiess and indefensible policy of 
invasion and intervention and misuse 
of the Monroe Doctrine to facilitate 
the success of its actions was charged 
to Washington by the former ambassa- 
dor, who declared that nothing was 
hurting America in the eyes of foreign 
naticis more than this attitude to- 
ward the small nations south of it. 

“We have imposed our force upon 
weak, helpless and defenseless coun- 
tries and siaughtered thousands of 
their citizens,” said Mr. Knowles. “We 
have attacked them when they ex- 
pected we would defend them. We 
have used the Monroe Doctrine to pre- 
vent sympathetic European nations zgo- 
ing to their rescue when we abused 
them. In our dealings with them we 
never allow them their dev in court, 
and we ignore and disregard that prin- 
ciple of due process of law which our 
Constitution safeguards to all our citi- 
zens vhenever their personal liberties 
or property rights are involved.” 


No Remedy, He Declares, 


Mr. Knowles asserted that while call- 
ing them backward, uneducated and 
uncivilized America has made no Chris- 
tian move to remedy this condition, 
and that our national policy has been 
to take all and give nothing, despite 
the promises which the Monroe Doc- 
trine held out. 

“Instead of sending them teachers, 
instructors and helpers we have sent 
them concession hunters, conscience- 
less and usurious bankers, avaricious 
capitalists, bribers, commercial trick- 
sters, murderers, soldier to shoot them, 
degenerates and carriers of infectious 
diseases,” he _ said. “Instead of our 
trying to elevate and make their people 
better and more patriotic we have made 
crooks and traitors of many of them 
in order that our unscrupulous bankers 
and capitalists and Washington can 
control the government and affairs of 
their countries.” 


Shafroth 


The round table discussion turned 
into a heated debate when Commander 
John P. Shafroth, U. S. N., took sharp 
issue with Knowles. 

“J regard this paper as a vicious, 
vindictive and violent.attack upon our 
governmental policy,” the commander 
declared. ‘‘We have intervened in Latin 
America only when the states them- 
selves were unable to maintain stable 
governments, a right conceded by in- 
ternational law.” 

He denounced as a monstrosity 
Knowles’ characterization of Americans 
in Latin America as murderers and de- 
generates, demanded facts to prove 
each of Knowles’ assertions, and pre- 
sented state documents of his own to 
justify American intervention. 


“Imperialism Running Wild.” 


Knowles replied that our actions in 
Haiti and Nicaragua were “imperial- 
ism running wild,” and that, should 
we ever be at war with Europe, Latin 
America would surely not be our ally.” 

The meeting was adjourned with 
feeling running high. 

Abolition by Germany of extraterri- 
toriality rights has reacted favorably 
upon Germans in China, Prof. Har- 
old §S. Quigley, of the University of 
Minnesota, told the institute in a 
round-table session on the new Chinese 
codes and judicial laws. 

Germans who have since the war 
been brought into Chinese courts have 
been treated justly in all cases, accord- 
ing to the German Legation at Peking, 
Prof. Quigley said. They also en- 
joyed trade development because of 
their amicable relations with the 
Chinese. During the recent evacuation 
of foreigners from China the Germans 
have remained safely in interior cities, 
and their ships have passed unmolested 
up the Yangtze, he said. 


Chinese Courts Urged. 


In view of the marked difference, 
however, between Oriental and Occi- 
dental systems of law, Prof. Quigley 
suggested the establishment of bilatoral 
extraterritoriality, providing for the 
trial of Chinese defendants in alien 
countries by Chinese courts while aliens 
in China would be tried by their own 
national courts. 

Dr. Joseph S. Davis, former economic 
advisor to the Dawes commission, 
speaking on the implications of Amer- 
ica’s large investments abroad, pointed 
out that the greater our stake in foreign 
countries the more America would be 
concerned in the maintenance of con- 
ditions under which interest payments 
can be promptly made. “This means 
we shall be compelled to exert in- 
fiuence and at times even pressure to 
prevent unsound conditions from de- 
veloping,” he said.

Mystery is a potent influence whether 
it be offered through the incense-laden 
clouds of religion with the solution left 
to faith or manifested in the blood- 
curdling suspended periods of the dime 
novel of an earlier and cleaner age of 
literature.

Prediction that the Navy will aboiish 
land planes for long flights over water 
and that Congress will enact or a 
prohibition long distance stunt fils 
except under rigid inspection 
tions was made yesterday by Admiral 
Edward W. Eberle, acting Secretary of 
the Navy.

Governor It Is a Fraud 
to Obtain Highway. 


MEN IN RESCUE CREWS 
DECLARED IN THE PLOT 


Ashley Did Not Remain in the 
Cavern 6 Days as He Said, 
It Is Charged. 


Nashville, Tenn., Aug. 22 (A.P.).—O. 
P. Pile, State mine inspector, today re- 
ported officially to Gov. Austin Peay 
that Lawrence Ashley’s disappearance 
in Nick-a-Jack Cave near Shellmound, 
Tenn., was a “fraud perpetrated for the 
purpose of securing a State highway by 
the cave.” 

Mr. Pile’s statement charged that 
Ashley and other inhabitants of the 
section, including members of the res- 
cue crews which returned with ‘“fabu- 
lous stories of wonderful halls in a 
6-mile-long cave, were in the plot the 
secondary purpose of which was to give 
the cave publicity and to attract tour- 
ists. 

The cave is not more than 2 miles in 
length, the statement said, is shallow 
and the roof has fallen in places, mak- 
ing it unattractive to tourists. 

Ashley, Pile charged, did not stay 
in the cave and did not reappear until 
Sunday. Mr. Pile said he took a crew 
of 50 miners into the cave to search 
it and left one stationed at the door. 
The party had not gone far, he said, 
when it was recalled to see Ashley ap- 
pear from the woods and hurry off 
toward home without walking toward 
those at the cave mouth. 


No Mud on His Clothing. 


The geologist, who told of having 
been cut off by a rock slide and after 
vandering about in the cave and dig- 
ging his way out, showed no signs of 
mud on his clothes and boots, Pile 
asserted, and carried a heavy pack as he 
walked rapidly away. 

Charge Called Ridiculous. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., Aug. 22 (A.P.). 
“I don’t care to make any reply to 
this ridiculous statement at this time,’ 
Lawrence Ashley said when called by 
long distance telephone and informed 
of charges by O. P. Pile, State mine in- 
Spector that his cave episode was a 
hoax. “I. won’t enter into a news- 
peper controversy with him but will 
take more direct steps to answer him. 
to see what his report car- 
ries in the way of so-called proof be- 
fore making any effort to reply to 
him.” 

Ashley asked the Chattanooga News 
to send a reporter to Shell Mound and 
promised to guide him to the _ exit 
where he dug his way out. He admit- 
ted, however, that it would probably

Pile said today that when Ashley 
came down the mountain from the 
place where he said he dug himself 
out, he passed within a short distance 
of the main entry to the cave at which 
the searching party were gathered. He 
did not stop to look at those who were 
supposedly trying to save his life, Pile 
added, while the attitude of people 
there was not that of those witnessing 
“the return of a dear friend from the 
dead.” 

Other evidence would also be includ- 
ed in his official report, he indicated. 

Shell Mound, Tenn., Aug. 22 (A.P.). 
Greatly refreshed after a night’s rest, 

S. Ashley, geologist and explorer, 
who Sunday morning dug his way out 
of Nick-a-Jack cave, seemed little the 
worse today for his six days’ stay in 
the cavern. He said his first effort will 
be to relocate the new entrance to the 
cave through which he escaped, some 
8 miles from the point where he en- 
tered the cavern. He appeared confi- 
dent that he would find it, although 
he said he was so dazed at the time 
of his escape that landmarks made 
little impression upon his exhausted 
faculties, 


Pile Led Rescuers, 


Ashley made his exit yesterday from 
the famous cavern, which spreads out 
under three States, and from which 
marauding bands of Cherokee Indians 
used to make their sallies against 
white settlers, at a point in Castle 
Rock Gulch, near the abandoned Cole 
City mine, 8 miles from the mouth of 
the cave which he entered on Monday 
morning, a week ago. In a wWazed, 
semiconscious condition and on the 
verge of collapse, the explorer protest- 
ed he was none the worse for his ex- 
perience, though, he admitted the ex- 
perience was harrowing enough. 

As Ashley emerged from the cavern 
through a small opening hitherto un- 
known rescue workers were preparing 
to make a final attempt to locate him, 
already virtually having abandoned all 
hope of finding him alive. A crew of 
trained workers, under O. H. Pile, chief 
mine inspector, ordered to the scene 
by Gov. Peay, was ready to enter the 
cave and preparations had been made 
to drag the River of Darkness, which 
courses through the cavern, in an ef- 
fort to locate Ashley’s body.

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‘Ship Can Se “Rung ip” 
By New Radio Device 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 

London, Aug. 22.—An installation 
by which ships can be “rung up” by 
radio when their wireless operators 
are off duty is now being fitted on 
200 British ships, it was learned to- 
day. 

The latest application of radio to 
the safety of life at sea is called 
the Marconi auto alarm apparatus 
and sets bells ringing in various 
parts of a ship. When a vessel is 
in distress it thus can attract the 
attention of any ships in the vicinity 
which do not carry a relief operator’s 
distress call and a message is sent 
out. 

The alarm signal consists of a 
series of twelve dashes sent in one- 
minute durations, each dash lasting _ 
four seconds, with a one-second in- 
terval between each two, and the 
alarm operates on the termination 
of the third consecutive dash re- 
ceived.

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REFUGEES SEEM HAPPY, 
DESPITE FLOOD LOSSES 


Victims in Arkansas Reach 
Camp for Fourth Time 
ina Year. 


TOWN IS BEING DESERTED 


Cotton Plant, Ark., Aug. 22 (A.P.).— 
Crooning a tune of the flooded South- 
land—““Muddy Water’’—refugees who 
have reached camp here have had 
their hunger appeased and their thirst 
for pure water slaked by the Red Cross 
for the fourth time in a year. Their 
stock has been saved, except in remote 
cases, and the glowing campfires waft- 
ing swampward the pungent odors of 
fried meat and corn cakes speak for 
the happiness of the refugees. 

These people, lowland farmers, 
wrested their rich lands from 
White River bottom, accept their peri- 
odical floods with stoical indifference-— 
indifference hard for a highlander to 
understand. 


Interest in the present flood situa- 
tion centered today in two widely sep- 
arated sections. The White River has 
driven hundreds from their homes in 
this (Woodridge county, while 
situation caused by the rise of the 
Arkansas River was considerably re- 
lieved with the cessation of the rise in 
Desha County. 

McClelland, in Woodruff County, was 
practically deserted today, the majority 
of its 500 inlrabitants having sought 
refuge at the Red Cross camp here. 

Only a small portion of the tillable 
acreage in the White Valley had been 
planted to crops this year, due to the 
almost continuous floods. Live stock 
has suffered comparatively little. 

The crest of the White River flood 
has passed Newport and should reach 
Georgetown tomorrow, Red Cross of- 
ficials said last night. The Arkansas 
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overflow in a large measure has been | 
taken care of by large drainage ditches. | 


McGehee, Ark., Aug.

The engineers designated by President 
Codlidge to study the Mississippi river prob- 
len? and report a plan for flood control are 
hard at work and hope to present a report by 
October 1. Upon this report will be based 
the President’s recommendation to Congress, 
if afl goes well. The subject is of tremendous 
scope; the engineers will have performed a 
wollderful ‘feat-if they have prepared a com- 
prehensive plan by October hi 

Many influential members of Congress are 
convinced that an-extra session will be called 
by the President if the engineers’ report is 
recéived by the first of October. He is op- 
pos@d to calling an extra session to consider 
other matters, but if a complete flood control 
plam should be available it is reasonable to as- 
sume that he would favor economy of time as 
well as of money by hastening consideration of 
the plan by Congress. An extra session begin- 
ning October 15 or November 1 would greatly 
aid»Congress in disposing of both routine and 
special business, provided Congress should 
tackle the business in earnest and not waste the 
extra time in talking. 

No large sum will be required to begin the 
exeeution of the plan of flood control. Prob- 
ably $50,000,000 is all that could be expended 
to advantage in 1928 under any complete plan. 
‘Tentatively it is proposed that the first work 
shall be upon the levees, strengthening them 
ard: providing by-passes that will relieve the 
pressure upon them. The levee system will 
be retained, without doubt, in any plan adopted 
by Congress. Therefore the levees should be 
made stronger without waiting for the work to 
begin on other features of the general plan. 

Evidently capacious by-passes must be con- 
structed to ease the pressure upon the levees 
and.to cut down the areas that would be flooded 
pending completion of the entire plan. Floods 
are,just as likely to occur in annual succession 
as they are to skip a few years. Next year may 
witness destruction that could be prevented 
now.by raising the levees and by providing 
temporary by-passes. Until the grand plan has 
been executed, the people living along the river 
are..entitled to such emergency protection as 
can. be afforded by pushing through parts of the 
plan. es 

The Mississippi problem is one that affects 
Maine and-California as well as Arkansas and 
Texas. No member of Congress would be war- 
ranted in delaying adoption of a flood control 
plan for fear that heavy flood appropriations 
might interfere with his pet schemes for ap- 
_pbropriations. It should be understood now as 
well as later that sectional projects must wait 
until the Mississippi river flood control plan 
hasbeen adopted and adequate appropriations 
made to carry it into execution. The Nation 
must do this job—every part of the Nation. 


« GERMANY’S MANFUL WORK. 


During last month $64,000,000 was _ bor- 
rowed in the United States by German con- 
-cerhs. The German Central Bank of Agricul- 
tute, borrowed $30,000,000, the United Steel 
Works Corporation borrowed $30,000,000 and 
thesHanover State Credit Institution borrowed 
$4,000,000. In addition to these loans, the 
Reichsbank obtained a bank credit of $25)- 
004,000 and the Gold Discount Bank obtained 
$30,000,000. 

The idea underlying these borrowings is the 
creation of new wealth in Germany by the use 
of dong-time money obtained abroad. Some 
of the money was needed, however, to meet 
reparation payments, and it must not be for- 
gotten that Germany thus far has met repara- 
tions, not by wealth created in Germany, but 
by money borrowed ‘in the United States.. Some 
financiers are wondering when this process 
wifl}end. Others hold that Germany’s bor- 
rowings are very wise indeed, as they enable 
hem people to develop home resources and in- 
dustries and thus provide means for paying 
off both reparations and foreign borrowings. 
The: period of Germany’s financial subservi- 
eney to other nations will be greatly curtailed, 
in their opinion, by the temporary application 
of foreign funds to the development of Ger- 
mam resources and industry. ~ 

Complicated with this plan is the necessity 
of increased exports of German manufactures. 
Germany can not pay off her debts unless she 
cam sell goods abroad. In this connection a 
decided step forward was taken when the 
Franco-German commercial agreement was 
made this month, whereby Germany and 


France grant most-favored-nation treatment | 


_ to fheir commerce, and reduce the duties upon 
_ certain products. French wines are admitted 
_ into Germany on very favorable terms, and 
_ Gegman mé&nufactures of various sorts are 
a given equivalent concessions in entering 
_ France. This sensible arrangement will not 
_ only assist both countries to wind up their 
 fingncial relations sooner than was once ex- 
pected, but will tend to promote mutual con- 
_ fidence in other directions and thus bury 
- memories of the war. -— ~ i

So Jong as the German nation loyally 
stands by its obligations there need’ be no fear 
that the unique plan bearing Gen. Dawes’ 
name will break down.

A 
man can’t think of White House duties and 
catch a trout too; not with a worm, anyhow.

A CURB ON STUNT FLYING, 


The need of some regulation of oversea air- 
plane stunt flying is disclosed by the fact that 
the search for the lost Pacific aviators has 
cost the Navy $90,000, Forty-two vessels have 
been. engaged in the search. The value of 
naval property diverted from its proper use 
amounts to $20,000,000, and 3,000 men have 
been kept from their work. 

No valuable service was performed by the 
seekers after the Dole prize. The winners con- 
tributed nothing to aeronautic knowledge— 
they were merely luckier than their competi- 
tors. Humanity compels the Navy and ships 
within reach to seek to rescue human beings 
adrift on the ocean, but it is a decided impo- 
sition upon them when harebrained individuals 
fling themselves into ocean spaces without suit- 
able equipment or experience. The suspicion 
necessarily arises that these fliers are seeking 
to capitalize the notoriety that successful flight 
would bring them. If that were all, their 
stunts could succeed or fail without infringing 
upon others’ rights; but when these flights be- 
come so common as to keep the Navy busy 
trying to fish luckless fliers out of limitless 
waters, the public has a right to interpose an 
objection and a demand that long-distance 
flying be placed under some kind of super- 
vision. : 

Certainly it would not be undue interference 
with private rights if the Government should 
prohibit long-distance sea flying with land 
planes. The dangers attaching to suth at- 
tempts are altogether out of proportion to any 
benefit that science might obtain. If airmen 
must defy the elements in ocean flying they 
should at least use planes that are adapted 
to sea flying. 


THE 40-YEAR-OLDS. 


‘Mr. Action,” successful New York business 
man, who prefers to be known only by his curi- 
ous pseudonym, has set out to fight the battle 
of the 40-year-old or over would-be worker. 
There are thousands of capable individuals in 
New York alone, he claims, who might be 
filling positions were it not for the fact that 
business men have come to show marked pref- 
erence for younger assistants. Years ago the 
older, more steady man was in demand. Today 
the individual who finds himself at 40 cast out 
of work, faces the discouraging fact that ex- 
ecutives look upon him as a has-been, as too 
old to start anew. Yet the 40-year or older 
worker has that which the younger man has 
not—experience—and Mr. Action proposes to 
bring this to the attention of employers until 
such time as they recognize it for themselves. 

There is a place in today’s industrial scheme 
for workers of every age, and the fact that the 
more aged worker no longer is looked upon 
with favor is largely his own fault. Young 
men have ambition and enthusiasm. Older 
men are apt to have lost both attributes. With- 
out them they become mere automatons, carry- 
ing forward the tasks of the minute with skill 
and dispatch, yet never looking about for the 
extra task that might spell promotion by 
contributing to the healthy progress of the in- 
stitution for which they labor. Small wonder 
that executives [ook with greater favor upon 
the younger worker, for trom the subordinate 
must be developed tomorrow's foremen and 
managers. | |

look toward his job, however, the plan will 
fail, fore as between lack of experience and 
lack of initiative, ambition or enthusiasm, the 
former is far less fatal to institutional progress. 


WASHINGTON..AS HEADQUARTERS 


Some time ago the National Pharmaceutical 
Association decided to establish a national 
headquarters building in which to house its 
manifold activities. Various cities put forward 


their claims to consideration as its location, : 


and the choice finally narrowed down to Chi- 
cago or Washington. A national poll of the 
membership was resorted to in an effort to 
make the decision, and the results, just made 
public, show a preponderant opinion in favor 
of Washington. 

The national headquarters will serve as a 
clearing house for the drug interests of the 
country. It will contain research laboratories, 
a national museum of pharmacy and chemis- 
try, offices for the national associations, a 
library and an auditorium where the principal 
pharmaceutical conventions and meetings will 
be held. 

The association has acted wisely in choosing 
Washington for its national headquarters. 
Thousands of its members will visit the insti- 
tution each year, and will have the opportunity 
not only of broadening their knowledge of 
pharmacy, but also of their National Capital 
and Government as well. Washington, in turn, 
is happy to see another national association 
assuming its official residence within its con. 
fines. It is an excellent thing to bring citizens 
of the Republic to its Capital, and associations 
which establish headquarters therein perform 
a valuable patriotic service. 


JANE ADDAMS’ PLEA. 


Miss Jane Addams, whose sympathies are so 
broad that they sometimes lead her into fields 
where she is likely to do more harm than good, 
recently made the mistake of telegraphing to 
Senator Borah asking him to “point out the 
very serious consequences to our international 
relations of the execution of Sacco and Van- 
zetti.’”” Senator Borah replied as follows: 

It would be a national humiliation, a 
shameless, cowardly compromise of na- 
tional courage, to pay the slightest atten- 
tion. to foreign protest or mob protests at 
home. Weé all know your 'fine devotion to 
humanity, but neither humanity nor 
peace can be served by deferring to foreign 
criticism or mob violence in the execution 
of our criminal laws. The foreign inter- 
ference is an impudent and willful chal- 
lenge to our sense of decency and dignity 
and ought to be dealt with accordingly. 
There has been entirely too much foreign 

interference in the Sacco-Vanzetti case, and 
Senator Borah voices American opinion when 
he describes this interference as impudent and 
a challenge to the American sense of decency 
and dignity. 

Apparently Miss Addams is fearful lest for- 
eign nations should take offense at the execu- 
tion of Sacco and Vanzetti, and that this re- 
sentment might destroy the cordial relations 
that have existed between this country and 
Europe. She does not specify any countries, 
but probably she includes all the leading na- 
tions of Europe and South America, Mexico, 
Soviet: Russia and Asia. If any one of them is 
warranted in taking offense af the operations 
of justice in America, all of them are. 

The plea that justice should be suspended in 
the United States for fear of offending foreign 
countries is pusillanimous enough to suit the 
most abject pacifist, but it is no more illogical 
than numerous other pleas that have been 
made. If murder is to go unpunished in the 
United States because convicted men have 
been confined for seven years while their 
friends have been blocking the wheels of jus- 
tice, then technicality thrusts justice from its 
stool, and the courts become mechanisms for 
shielding criminals. 

Jane Addams has the same right as every- 
body else to express an opinion as to the guilt 
or innocence of Sacco and Vanzetti, and as to 
whether or not they had a fair trial. It does 
seem, however, that the courts of the United 
States should have the benefit of the doubt 
occasionally, when they have performed their 
work in obedience to law. A jury verdict 
ought to be entitled to respect, even if seven 
years of tortuous and ingenious effort has been 
made by lawyers to pick flaws in the verdict. 
Why should not Miss Addams and other warm- 
hearted persons occasionally err on the side of 
law and justice? Why is it that when radicals 
are caught in the méshes of the law they blame 
the law and not the radical? 


THE OLD FORD CAR. 


No other automotive announcement in years 
has occasioned the speculation and interest ac- 
corded that of the new Ford car. Details of its 
construction have not as yet been made public, 
although it has not been denied that the new 
model will differ from the old at least in its 
gear-changing apparatus, utilizing for the first 
time in the history of the famous model T a 
hand lever instead of a foot pedal. Because of 
the fact that the Ford as it has been known to 
date is radically different in this respect, many 
dealers feel that demand for it will die hard. 
The belief apparently is being borne out. 

A New Jersey Ford dealer sensed the con- 
tinuing popularity of the model T when the 
original announcement of the new model was 
made public, and immediately. began scouring 
the countryside, purchasing model T cars for 
the full retail price, and placing them in stor- 
age against the shortage that he felt would be 
inevitable. Already he has begun to receive 
offers for certain body types from dealers 
whose supply thereof has been exhausted. 

Another indication of the popularity of the 
model T lies in the fact that in New York City 
the reduced stock of used cars now on the 
hands of authorized dealers is being held for 
an average of about $10 a car higher than the 
prices of last year.

Many years ago 1 saw a good deal 
of service in army hospitals and came 
into contact with @ great number of 
Surgeons and among all of them I 
never saw but one who knew how to 
remove @ corn. In fact, they never 
attempted it. They simply gave the 
sufferer a corn pad and told him to 
pare the corn and put on the pad. 
The one exception would stick a 
tenaculum into the corn and pull up 
until it was practically everted; then, 
with a not too sharp knife, commence 
pressing the true skin away, all the 
time. pulling. up on the corn, and in 
a few seconds there was the corn re- 
moved down to a fine point without 
bloodshed or pain. It was always a 
surprise to me what a length a corn 
really had, and it also demonstrated 
the fallacy of trying to cut one out 
in its natural position. 

I think some of your readers who 
claimed to cure callous were really 
treating corns or corn callous. A 
callous is the result of friction and 
the treatment for a corn will only ag- 
gravate it. Relieve pressure on a corn 
and nature will effect a cure in a few 
weeks. With a callous it is a matter 
of months. A friend of mine, badly 
afflicted with corns, was laid up with 
typhoid fever for six weeks and at the 
end of that time found that every 
corn had. disappeared. 

Some three years ago, while a semi- 
invalid from the effects of an auto 
smash-up and wearing a light, loose fit- 
ting shoe, I developed a fine callous on 
the outer side of the great toe. It

By doing the last I-was able to hold 
the dressing in place. I could wear this 
dressing sometimes a week before re- 
newal, as it was waterproof. As long 
as the skin remained soft there was no 
burning or pain. At the end of six 
months I still had the callous. Then 
I purchased a pair of shoes with very 
wide toes, eliminating friction and still 
keeping up the dressing. At the end 
of another six months was able to say 
good-by to the callous.

AF ATTACKING IRL 


NEAR FATE TODAY 


Death Penalty May Follow as 
Result of Verdict in Oxon 
Hill Crime. 


THREE JUDGES PRESIDE 
AT UPPER MARLBORO 


Citizens of Prince Georges 
County Congratulated for 
Faith in Courts. 


The fate of the five negroes charged 
with a capital offense against a Wash- 
ington woman in what the prosecution 
termed “the bloody battle of Oxon 
Hill,” will be known this morning. 

Their trial yesterday in the Circuit 
Court at Upper Marlboro lasted a lit- 
tle more than six hours, after which 
they were hurried back to the jail at 
Baltimore, many miles from the throng 
of spectators who had crowded the 
courtroom to glare at them while they 
admitted taking part in the battle. 

The three judges, W. Mitchell Diggs, 
W. H. Mattingly and W. M. Loker, who 
heard the case, announced at the close 
of the session that the men are to be 
brought back to the court this morn- 
ing when the verdict will be given. 

The men were indicted on charges 
of assauit with intent to kill and two 
offenses against Miss Alberta Rice, 22 
years old, 1422 N street northwest. The 
assault took place at Oxon Hill, July 
20. Miss Rice, with John Buckler, 3346 
Prospect avenue, parked their car on 
the road when a group of colored men 
came along and, with rocks and stones, 
beat the young couple nearly into in- 
sensibility. 

The defendants are Herman Proctor, 
22; Harry Proctor, 17: Alfred Simms, 
20; Calvin Ridley, 19, and Richard 
Brown, 21. They all do odd jobs for 
farmers around Oxon Hill. 

The court adjourned after the clos- 
ing arguments of State’s Attorney 
Frank Parran and his assistant, Wilson 
Ryan, who characterized the case as 
the most atrocious in the history of 
Prince Georges County. Ryan told the 
judges that there is no doubt but that 
Herman Proctor and Alfred Simms “de- 
serve” the death penalty. Aside from 
that there was no direct appeal by the 
prosecution for the death penalty. 

“No crime in my memory,” Parran 
declared, “has so stirred. the people of 
our county. The good citizens who 
live here are to be congratulated for 
allowing these men to be brought to 
triai—they are to be congratuated for 
their trust in the courts and for the 
patience. 

“This trial is in itself evidence of 
their faith in the courts and their 
faith that, justice will be done.” 


Says No Case Against Three. 


John Mudd, the defense attorney 
and a brother of the late Representa- 
tive Sydney Mudd, while admitting the 
horror of the crime, contended that no 
case had been made against Ridley, 
Brown or Herman Proctor. .He made 
little reference to the other two, who, 
while pleading not guilty, testified that 
they had done virtually all that the 
prosetution charged them with. 

The men were all identified in court 
by Buckler, Miss Rice afid two of the 
men, by William Goodacre, of 1514 
Connecticut avenue, who happened to 
come along in time to drive three of 
the assailants away and engage the 
other two until they, too, were re- 
pulsed and fled. 

Miss Rice, slender, dressed in black 
and wearing dark glasses, left the wit- 
ness stand to walk down to the bench 
where the men were sitting and iden- 
tify them one by one, relating just the 
part each had taken in the struggle. 

The clothes worn by Miss Rice were 
shown to the judges. Bloody and torn, 
they were mute witnesses of the atroc- 
ity. Miss Rice also exhibited the scar 
on her forehead, where the first rock 
thrown had hit her and stunned her. 


Little Conflict in Testimony. 


There was little conflict in tetsi- 
mony. The men said that they had 
driven from their homes the night of 
July 20, bound for Oxon Hill, where 
they said they were to purchase some 
whisky. Encountering the parked car 
they drove alongside and warned the 
occupants that they had better move 
along. They continued and then re- 
turned “to get a match.” 

An argument, arising, it was said, 
when the men used profanity, devel- 
oped into a battle, with the negroes 
-4t¢throwing rocks. Buckler, with one arm 


around Miss Rice, fought savagely, bt? 


was outnumbered. Finally, one of the 
men—Miss Rice said it was Simms— 
Gragged the woman from the Car.

The new Public Utilities Commission 
is reviewing another of the policies of 
its predecessor, ifaddition to that con- 
cerning operation of one-man -cars. It 
is the Official attitude to’ be taken to- 
ward the proposed street car merger. 

Following failure of the companies 
to present a merger plan the old com-< 
mission considered compulsory steps 
and had a bill prepared to impose 
penalties for failure to merge and grant 
rewards for acquiescense in the com- 
mission’s merger suggestions. The bill 


was not reached for final action by 
Congress. 

The present commission is consider< 
ing the merger question, and John W. 
Childress, its chairman, yesterday in- 
dicated he might ask Corporation 
Counsel William W. Bride and People’s 
Counsel Ralph. B. Flaherty for an 
opinion as to the validity of the former 
commission’s bill. 

“The public undoubtedly . favors 
merger,” said Childress. “I think the 
traction corporations are aware of this 
and will try to merge without legisla- 
tion. Voluntary merger is more to be 
desired than enforced amalgamation. I 
have reasons to beligve steps toward 
consolidation will be taken by the 
North American Co., thus eliminating 
the need for legislation. 

“Legislation to forcé a merger would 
have to be provided with teeth, and 
my observation is that laws with teeth 
in them usually are held to be uncon- 
stitutional.”’
